“Wilmington, the Board of Trustees 
of the Public Library decided that 
the time had come for some action 
towards the building of a new l- 
brary. 

There were two guests of the 
Board, Town Manager Gerald Bou- 
chard, and Selectman Lloyd Bender 
Bouchard was present by invitation 
of the board, and Mr, Bender said 
he had attended because he felt the 
need for action had been demon- 
strated, 

With the two gentlemen, and the 
Board of Trustees and Librarian 
there wasn’t much room for any 
other guests, 

The board resolved, after se- 
veral hours of conversation, that 
a ‘package’ should be prepared, 
ready for the Town Meeting of 
1965. 

Three possible sites for a new 
library were discussed, the old St, 
Thomas church site, the Walker 
School site, and the Library-Cen- 
ter School site, 

The town voted to purchase the 
old St. Thomas church, on Middle- 
sex Avenue, In 1962, for $15,000 
and voted another $15,000 to re- 
model it Singe then it has been 


a nothing doing, because 
ofa Land Court. 
Dr Wallent, Trustee, ex- 


pressed himself as tired of waing. 
Mr. Bender told the Board that he 
had been trying to get intouch with 
Monsignor Sexton, of the Roman 
Catholic Archdiocese, for the pur- 
pose of expediting, if possible, any 


action, Philip Buzzell, Town Coun- 
sel and Library Trustee, thought 
that it might be possible to have a 
‘friendly eminent domain proceed- 
ings’ whereby the town would take 
the property from the church, for 
the agreed $15,000, and then let 
the claimants fight it out in court, 
In this way, Buzzell told his fel- 
low Trustees, the town could start 
on rebuilding, or renovating, or 
tearing down, as it pleased, 

He and Mr Bender agreed that 
they would work together towards 
this end, 

Discussion as to the wisdom of 
renovating St. Thomas Church into 
a library found few defenders, 

Dr Wallent was not in favor. The 
Town Manager sald that he felt 
that if he had been asked, two or 
three years ago, if the church 
should or could be renovated he 
would have said no, 

Bouchard said that if there is 
to be a library on the old St, 
Thomas site the first thing to do 
would be to tear down the old 
church, ‘It would be cheaper in 
the long run’ he said, 

In connection with the St. Thom- 
as site Philip Buzzell observed that 
it could be possible to have an 
easement over to the High School 
complex, so that the school chil- 
dren could walk to the Mbrary. 

Bouchard said that this was about 
100 yards, which Buzzell didn’t 
think would hurt the children to 
walk, 

Mr Buzzell was in favor of the 
‘Common Area’ and Dr, Wallent

SOON AS 


Town employees.of Wilmington 
will receive their pay raises, voted 
in Monday night’s Town Meeting 
as soon aS is possible, Town Ma~ 
nager Gerald Bouchard said, Tues- 
day morning, 

The new pay Schedules are now 
being implemented, and the new 
increases in pay envelopes will 
show up ‘within the month’ ac- 
cording to Bouchard. As he spoke 
he was working on pay schedules, 

.he Town Meeting, Monday night 
voted 287 to 251 in favor of the 
so-called Bender Compromise, af- 
ter defeating an amendment pro- 
posed by Selectman John Brooks 
which would have limited the pay 
increases this year to $16,000.

had a fine supply of water, with 
one million gallons a day, and the 
town needed the water.

‘The Meeting 


The High School gym, where the 
Town Meeting was held, was not 
too crowded when the Moderator 
called the meeting to order at 
7:51 pm, 

Water Commissioner Arnold 
Blake was the ‘mover’ of the 
three articles leading to the es- 
tablishment of a new well field 


Opposition came from Philip 
Vitale of Woburn Street, who asked 
questions as to what would happen 
if there were a law suit from the 


The Planning Board and the 
Finance Committee immediately 
found themselves opposing each 
other, on this article, 

Approval was given by the Fi- 
nance Committee, with George Boy 
len acting as spokesman, because 
in 1962 the Planning Board had 
described the article of that year 
as being the best use for the land. 
Furthermore, Boylen told the Town 
meeting, the article had had a 
majority vote in 1962, and missed 
by only 4 votes on a two-thirds 
majority. 

Chairman James Banda of the 
Planning Board told the Town that 
this was a different article, and 
that this time the Planning Board 
had disapproved by a 6 to 1 vote, 

Arthur Smith of Federal Street 


a consistent opponent of the zoning 
told the town that this article had 
now been up for two years, and 
that the proposal would inundate 
residential property. He charged 
that the Finance Committee had 
voted ‘without a hearing’. 

Chairman Dick Barry of the 
Finance Committee labeled that 
(Smith) statement as ‘false’. 

Vic Connors of Nickerson Ave 
told the Town that there were now 
1500 acres zoned for industry, 
including 100 owned by the town, 
and he was against the re-zoning 

James Watters of Grant Street, 
in his first of several appearances 
on the floor Monday evening, told 
the town that when Harriman had 
a tannery no kid was ever hurt by 
autos - in 100 years there had 
been no such accidents to children. 

Gus Walker, Burlington Ave. 
wanted to know the results of the 
meeting with the neighbors, by the 
Planning Board, He thought the 
case for rezoning was weaker this 
time, 


voted 6 to 1 against it. 
‘There wasa heavy applause after 


each of the two men spoke, 

Mrs Madeleine McKie read a 
statement prepared by the League 
of Women Voters, pleading that 
the zoning in Wilmington stay as 
it is, and that there was ‘no sta- 
bility’ 

George Lingenfelter, Concord 
Street, told the Town Meeting that 
there had been building violations 
by the company. He pointed to the 
map brought in by Costello, and 
showed the narrow space between 
buildings two and three, as a 
violation, 

Lingenfelter was followed by the 
Building Inspector, Minot Ander- 
son, who told the Town that there 
were no violations. The narrow 
space between the two buildings, 
he said, was designed that way for 
railroad freight cars, and the two 
buildings had later been put ontwo 
lots of land with Board of Appeals 
approval, 

Phil Vitale spoke in favor, He 
was employed at Photon, he said, 
and he found that the swampy land 
in back was not good for anything 
but industry, 

George Boylen, Finance Com- 
mittee, reminded the voters that 
tax rates were going up, and said 
that if the people of Wilmington 
seemed to have a feeling that this 
area was different, 

At 8:48 pm arguments were 
closed, by a 346 to 162 vote, after 
which Jim Costello was allowed 
to close his argument, 

Costello told the town that the 
firm had withdrawn its article in 
the Annual Town Meeting, not be- 
cause it was afraid that it would 
be defeated, but becaiise one of the 
parties who was planning to sell 
land had increased the price. 

The Wilmington Development Co 
Inc had no violations, he said, and 
there would be no danger to the 
Whitefield School children because 
of the further development of the 
land, He pointed out that the school 
was on a numbered route, and that 
the town had a traffic policewoman 
stationed there already. 

Costello told the townspeople 
that his company had put in, to 
date, buildings assessed at a total 
of $884,350. 

The Murray printing company, 
when they owned the Harriman 
place, Costello said, paid $1644.80 
in taxes. 

Last year Wilmington Develop- 
ment paid a total of $20,337 in taxes 
and they expect to pay in excessof 
$33,000 this year. 

The vote was called for. It 
was 410 in favor and 141 against, 
The land had been rezoned, after 
two years of effort. 

Under Article 6 the town voted 
to rezone land along Main Street 
to General Business, 

Rboert Michelson of Adams St 
spoke for the sponsor.

I feel no further 
increase - 

Mrs Simmons: What does the 
Town Manager recommend. 

Bouchard took about 10 minutes 
to talk, covering many phases. He 
told the meeting that the Selectmen 
voted 4 to 1 for Mr Bender’s motion 

You have created, for manage- 
ment a difficult problem. 

Bouchard cited the problem of 
pay for Sergeants and Lieutenants, 
and how other employees were of 
the same standing as these officials 

He ended up by saying, ‘The ar- 
ticle in its original form is a step 
in the right direction’ 

Attorney Altman jumped to bis 
feet and moved the question. 

At 10:57 the amendment lost. 
Dick Barry ofthe Finance Commit- 
tee, in reply to a question, said 
that voting for the article would 
cost the town ‘about 50¢” (on the 
tax rate) 

The vote on the question was 
287 in favor, 251 against. 

It was 11:06 pm. George Lingen- 
felter moved for areconsideration 
of Article 8. 

Many voters were leaving the 
hall, They turned to shout No! 

“arnold Blake moved Article 1 , 
to return land to Beatrice Swenson, 
and then shouted PLEASE DON’T 
Go! 

The voters continued to leave; 
The question was put, and voted in 
the affirmative. 

A dozen voters jumped to their 
feet, obviously ready to move re- 
consideration of other articles. 
Moderator Simon Cutter declared 
that, because all the business of 
the ‘meeting had been completed, 
the meeting was adjourned!

leaned towards the area of the 
Rotary Park. 

In arguing for the Common area, 
either the St. Thomas site or the 
Center School-Library site, Mr. 
Buzzell argued for the traditional 
New England common, with old 
buildings around it, while Dr. Wal- 
lent felt that the board should con- 
sider the Walker School site be- 
cause of its proximity to the pro- 
posed Town Hall, Police Station, 
fairly new Fire Station, new Post 
Office and new Middlesex County 
Bank Building. 

This was the site that was pro- 
posed some years ago, in a survey 
by the Planning Board, and the 
Trustees recalled talking with Mr 
Gillis of the Planning Board about 
the site. 

TM Bouchard had with him ske- 
tches which should that, ifa library 
were to be built on the site, the 
town could provide parking for 107 
cars in back of the police station, 
on land purchased by the town this 
spring. 

Mrs Larz Neilson objected to 
the idea of a library being exactly 
on the Walker School site, saying 
that it should be closer to the 
street, and citing a survey by the 
librarian of the Enoch Pratt Public 
Library of Baltimore, 

The Center School-Library site, 
also discussed, was in line with the 
thinking of Mr. Buzzell as to a 
grouping around the Common. 

It was agreed, in both cases, that 
it would be necessary to have an 
idea of when the School Committee 
might be prepared to ‘phase out’ 
either the Walker School or the 
Center School. 

Buzzell recalled that he had at- 
tended the Walker School as a boy, 
and felt conservative enough to say 
that there might still be many 
years of use for the building. 

He racalled, too, that his mother 
as a little girl had gone to school 
in the building that is now the 
Mbrary. 

The trustees agreed that the 
Chairman should discuss, infor- 
mally, with the Superintendent of 
Schools, the question of possible 


‘phasing out’ of efther the Center 


or Walker Schools, and that in a 
couple of weeks the Trustees could 
try to get an answer from the School 

TM Gerald Bouchard was told 


by the Trustees that they-would try 
to have information ready for him 
in five weeks.
